But-Pres!- 
dent Winson decided that, because of 
the surplus of American foodstuffs 
and material and the great need of 
them in Europe, the wise course was 
to make large advances. As Mr. 
Hoover pointed out at the time, if 
European purchases ‘had been: sud- 
denly cut off after. the armistice the 
effect on American markets would 
have been disastrous. So far as con- 
cerns the disposal of surplus war 
material, it wags deemed best to sell it 
in Europe, granting credits to the 
purchasing n&tions, rather than take 
it .back to the United States... For 
such war supplies the Government re- 
ceived’ paper acknowledgments of 
nearly $600,000,000.. It was charged 
at the time that the material so sold 
was worth much more. But it is un- 
likely that it could have fetched bet- 
ter prices if-put on the market. 

The important thing about this class 
of claims is that’ they arose after the 
armistice; and so are not, strictly 
speaking, war loans.: It,is difficult 
to see how even those Europeans who 
hold that the war debts should be can- 
celed or that the war expenses should 
be pooled.can maintain that these 
sums should be included in any gen- 
eral agreement. . Yet the fact that the 
United States Government sees fit to 
hasten the settlement of some of these 
debts will doubtless be described 
abroad as another fndication of Uncle 
Sam’s harshness as a creditor. The 
Rumanian incident brings out strik- 
ingly the wisdom of’ the decision to 
deal with each nation separately, tak- 
ing full account of its financial situa- 
tion and its ability to pay.
